federal governm ent of all stock yards 
and packinghouses and of th e ir prod 
nets so far as th e la tte r en ter into in­ 
te rsta te or foreign com m erce.

cond!tic us show n by even this short

inspection to exist in 
the Chica 
stock yards a re s i m p ly revolting, 
it 
is im peratively necessary in th e inter 
est of decency th a t H ey should Ire 
radically changed. 
U nder the exist 
m g law it is w h o lly im possible to se­ 
cure satisfactory results. 


Showed Defects rn the Law. 


W hen my a tte n tio n was first direct­ 
ed to this m a tte r an investigation was 
n.ade under th e b ureau of anim al in­ 
dustry of the cb nm talen t of agricul 
ta le . 
W hen the 
prelim inary state* 
m eats 
of 
this 
investigation 
w ere 
brought to my atten tio n they show* d 
such defects 
in 
th e law and such 
wholly Unexpected conditions that I 
deem ed it I'est to have a fu rther com ­ 
m ission investigation by men not con­ 
nected w ith th e bureau and accord­ 
ingly appointed M essrs. Reynolds and 
Neill. 
It w as im possible under tho 
existing law 
th a t satisfactory work 
should be clone by tile bureau of an i­ 
mal industry. 
Before I had received the rep o rt of 
M essrs. Reynolds and Neill I had di­ 
rected that labels placed upon any 
package cd ii eat food products should 
sta te only th a t the carcass of th e an i­ 
mal from which the m eat w as taken 
had been inspected at th e tim e of 
slaughter. 
If inspection of meat food 
products at all stages of preparation 
is not secured by the passage of legis­ 
lation recom m ended I shall reel com ­ 
pelled to o rder th a t inspection labels 
and certificates on canned products 
.ahull not be used hereafter. 


Uncleanly and Dangerous to Health. 


T he report show s th a t 
the stock 
yards and packing houses are not kept 
even reasonably clean and th a t th e 
m ethod of 
handling and 
preparing 
food products is uncleanly and d a n ­ 
gerous to health. 
U nder existing law 
the 
national 
g overnm ent 
has 
no 
power to enforce Inspection of the 
m any form s of prepared m eat food 
products that a re daily going from 
th e packinghouses into in te rstate com ­ 
merce. 
Owing to an inadequate a p ­ 
propriation th e d e p artm en t of agricu l­ 
tu re is not even able to place inspec­ 
tors in all 
estab lish m en ts 
desiring 
them . 
The present, law prohibits the 
shipm ent of uninspected m eat to for­ 
eign countries, but th ere is no pro­ 
vision forbidding the shipm ent of u n ­ 
inspected 
m e a ts 
in in te rsta te com ­ 
m erce and th u s th e avenues of in te r­ 
sta te com m erce a re left open to traffic 
in diseased or spoiled m eats. 
lf, as 
has been alleged on seem ingly good 
authority, fu rth e r evils exist, such a t 
the im proper use or chem icals a m u 
dyes, the govern m ent lacks power to 
rem edy them . 
A new law is needed 
which will enable th e inspectors of 
th e general governm ent to inspect and 
supervise from the hoof to th e can 
th e preparation of the m eat food prod­ 
uct.. 
The evil seem s to be m uch less 
in the sale of dressed carcasses th an 
in the sale of canned and oth er pre- 
, pared products and very m uch less as 
regards products sent abroad than as 
regards th ese used at home. 


Packers Should Pay the Cost. 


In my judgm ent the expense of in­ 
spection should be paid by a fee lev­ 
ied on each anim al slaughtered. 
If 
this is not done the whole purpose of 
the law can at any tim e be defeated 
through an insufficient appropriation 
and w henever th e re was no particular 
public interest in the subject it would 
be not only easy but natural to m ake 
Hie appropriation insufficient. 
If it 
was not for this consideration I should 
favor the governm ent paying for the 
inspection. 
The 
alarm 
expressed 
in 
certain 


q u arters 
concerning 
this 
feature 
should be allayed by a realization of 
the fact th a t in no case under such a 
law will the cost of inspection exceed 
cents per head. 
I call special atten tio n to the fact 
that this report Is prelim inary and 
that the investigation is still unlin­ 
ked. 
It is not yet possible to report 
on the alleged abuses in the use of 
deleterious 
chem ical 
com pounds 
in 
’em u ct ion w ith canning and preserv­ 
ing m eat products, nor on the alleged 
doctoring in tills fashion of tainted 


ducat and of products retu rn ed to tho 
packers as having grown unsalable or 
unusable from age or from other rea ­ 
sons. 
G rave allegations are m ade in 
reference to abuses of th is nature. 
Legislation Is Needed. 


L e t me repeat th a t under the pres­ 
ent law th e re is practically no m ethod 
of 
stopping 
these abu ses 
It 
they 
caid be determ ined to exist. 
Legis­ 
lation, is needed to prevent th e possi­ 
bility of ail abuses in th e future. 
If 
no legislation is passed then the ex­ 
cellent resu lts accom plished by the 
work of this special com m ission will 
endure only so long as the mem ory of 
the com m ission’s work is fresh and 
recrudescence of the abuses is abso­ 
lutely certain. 
I urge 
th e 
im m ediate enactm ent 
into law of provisions which will en­ 
able the d e p a rtm e n t 
of 
agriculture 
adequately to inspect th e m eat aud 
m eat food products en terin g into in­ 
te rs ta te com m erce and to supervise 
th e m ethods of preparing the sam e 
and to prescribe the sanitary condi­ 
tions under which th e work shall be 
perform ed. 
I therefore recom m end to your favor­ 
able consideration and urge the en act­ 
m ent of substantially Hie provisions 
know n as senate am end m en t No. 29 
to the act m aking appropriations for 
the dep artm en t of agriculture for the 
fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 1907, as 
passed by the senate, th is am endm ent 
being commonly known as th e Bever­ 
idge am endm ent.

Meat Products Handled Without 


gard to Cleanliness. 


W ashington, Ju n e 5 —The following 
synopsis of tile report of J. B. Rey­ 
nold-- and Com m issioner O. P. Neill to 
th e president on conditions in the Chi­ 
cago stock yards has linen subm itted 
to congress by th e president: 
T he report says th at two and one- 
half weeks w ere spent in the investi­ 
gation in Chicago, during which “ we 
w ent through th e principal packing­ 
houses in the stock yards district, to­ 
gether with a few of the sm aller ones. 
A day w as spent by Mr. Reynolds in 
New York city in the investigation of 
its leading slaughter houses." 
The re ­ 
port says that in m any of the rooms 
w here w ater is user! freely the floors 
are soaked and slimy and the dark 
and dingy rooms a re naturally not 
kept, suitably clean. 
An absence of 
cleanliness w as found everyw here in 
the handling of m eat being prepared 
for the various m eat food products 
T he parts th at are sen t from the cool 
ingroom to th ese d ep artm en ts w here 
various form s of m eat products are 
prep ared are handled with no regard 
w h atever for cleanliness. 
T he w ork­ 
ers climb over heaps of meat, select 
th e pieces they wish and frequently 
throw’ them down upon tile dirty floor 
beside their bench 


instances cf Uncleanliness. 


“ In a word.’’ the rep ort adds, “ we 
saw m eat shoveled from filthy wooden 
floors, piled on tables rarely washed, 
pushed from loom to room in rotten 
b ox carts, in all of which processes it 
w as in tie v. • v ct gathering dirt, splin­ 
ters and H 
I t 
i. 
it was alw ays the 
reply that this m eat would afterw ard 
be cooked and that, this sterilization 
would prevent any danger from its 
use. 
A verj considerable portion of 
the m eat so handled is sent out as 
sm oked products and in the form of 
sausages, which a te prepared to be 
eaten w ithout being cooked. 
A p a r­ 
ticularly glaring instance ot unclean­ 
liness w as found in a room where the 
best grade of sausage w?as being pre­ 
pared for export ” 
T he rep ort says (hat the radical de­ 
fect in the inspection system is that it 
is conf tied at present by law to pass­ 
ing on the healthfulness of anim als at 
(he tim e of killing, but that the m eat 
th a t is used in sausage and the v ari­ 
ous form s of 
canned 
products and 
o th er 
prepared 
m eat goes 
through 
m any processes, in all of which th e re 
is possibility of contam ination t rough 
u n sa n ita ry handling and further d a n ­ 
ger through 
the use of 
chemicals. 
During all th e se processes there is no 
governm ent inspection, although these 
products when sen t out hear a label 
statin g th a t they have been passed 
upon by governm ent inspectors. 
T he 
report 
arraigns 
th e 
sanitary 
pro­ 
visions in th e buildings as abom inable 
and says th e men and women plunge 
th e ir unw ashed han ds into the m eat to 
be converted into food products. 


Health of Employes Igno.ed. 


Department superintendents “seem 
to ignore all considerations except the 
account book” and proper care of the 
products and of health and comfort of 
the employes is impossible and the 
consumer consequently suffers. 
Tu­ 
berculosis victim s expectorate on the 
spongy wooden 
floors of 
the 
dark 
workrooms, from which falling scraps 


of m eat m e shoveled up to be later 
c o n v e n e d into food products. 
"E ven 
the ordinary decencies of life are com ­ 
pletely ignored," says the report in 
discussing the arrant-"incuts for men 
and 
women 
employes. 
T he 
report 
says: 
“ Tim whole situation as we saw it 
in these huge establishm ents tends 
necessarily and inevitably to the moral 
degradation of thousands of w orkers, 
who are forced to spend th eir w orking 
hours under conditions that arc e n ­ 
tirely unnecessary and unpardonable 
;*iid which ain a constant m enace not 
only to their own health hut to tile 
health of those who use the food prod 
nets prepared by them .’’

tile m en in check, but th e failure to 
pay strik e benefits, coupled w ith their 
straiten ed circum stances and the out­ 
break of the m orning 
have had the 
effect of inciting the foreign elem ent 
to d esp erate m easures. 
Deputy Sheriff M urray, who is sta­ 
tioned at th e Bradley mine, telephoned 
to Sheriff Vol bees saying th a t the min­ 
ers 
threatened 
to “clean o u t” 
the 
guards before tile troops arriv e and 
th at he w as expecting trouble at any 
minute. 


Guards Are Entrenched. 


The 
guards 
of th e U nited 
States 
Coal com pany, who 
w ere involved in 
the outbreak, 
are en tren ch ed 
near 
Crow Hollow and persons living in the 
vicinity, fearfully expectant of trou­ 
ble, are keeping to th eir homes. 
While various estim ates hav e been 
m ade el the casualties, it is impossible 
to verify any reports 
of deaths, al­ 
though it is know n th a t ten or more 
were hurt. 
T he coal com pany denies 
th at any guards w ere 
killed, but re­ 
fuses to give out the nam es of the in­ 
jured. 
It is know n th a t 
one of the 
wounded 
guards who 
fell into 
tho 
han ds 
of the strik ers w as 
tak en to 
Smithfield as a prisoner. 
T he clash w as the d irect outgrow th 
of the alleged 
abuse by th e 
United 
S tates Coal co m p an y’s 
g u ard s of an 
Italian union m iner 
from P ittsbu rg 
on Sunday afternoon. 
Barly in the m orning sixty-eight of 
th e com pany’s guards sta rte d to m arch 
across the hills from Plum Run to the 
Bradley mine, and 
at Crow Hollow 
w ere am bushed by a force of 2"0 to 
300 strikers. 
In the 
Daft lo that en ­ 
sued several hundred shuts w ere fired, 
but th e strik e rs ’ aim w as bad, which 
accounts for the few casualties. 
T he 
guards w ere forced afte r tw en ty m in­ 
utes of fighting to retire in disorder to 
Plum Run.

Maryland, died suddenly at his 
deuce here. 
W hile Senator Gorman 
had been ill for many months he had 
shown 
some 
improvement 
lately. 
Heart 
trouble 
was 
the 
Immediate 
cause of death. 
Up to the moment of death Senator 
Gorman was conscious. 
His condition 
during the week had beta so much 
improved that there was hopes ct 
shortly taking him to tho country. He 
partook of some 
nourishment at 8 
o’clock in the morning, but at 0 he was 
seized with a heart attack and died in 
five minutes. 
A t the bedside were I 
Mrs. Gorman, Miss Ada Gorman, the j tnt 
senator’s daughter, anti a nurse. W hen 
the attack came physicians wert; sent 
for, but the senator was d u ad before 
they arrived. 
Senator Gorman long had been a 
notable figure in the national congress. 
He first took his seat in 1881 and 
served continuously for eighteen years 
aud nearly all ot that time ho was the 
leader of his party in the senate. W in ­ 
ning early a 


Reputation for Sagacity 


and the keenest Judgment in congres­ 
sional affairs he attained prominence, 
not only as a leader iii the senate but 
in the country at largfc, and by many 
men was considered the most avail­ 
able man in his party for the presi­ 
dency. 
He was chairman of the ex­ 
ecutive committee and managed the 
campaign that resulted in the election 
of Cleveland in lsSi. 
The most notable contest of his con­ 
gressional career was when he led the 
senate minority in 1S90-1 and defeated J 
the federal elections bill, which was sol 
obnoxious to the South. 
When the Democrats had control of I 
the senate Gorman was the recognized 
leader. 
It was at that time that the 
tariff bill of 1894 was passed. 
He had 
so much to do with shaping that meas­ 
ure that his name is often given to it. 
It was during Cleveland’s last ad- 
ministration that a break occurred be­ 
tween the Democratic president and 
the leader of the party in the senate. 
In a speech which always will be re­ 
membered by those who heard it Sen­ 
ator Gorman severely arraigned the 
president. 
To this opposition the de­ 
feat of Senator Gorman a few years 
later is attributed, although his party 
lost .Maryland In the silver campaigns. 
As soon as the Democrats regained 
control of the state he was at once re­ 
elected to the senate.
